Four days after returning 
home in triumph from 15 years 
in exile, Khomeini announced 
that Bazargan was appointed 
to form the new government 
and organize a referendum on 
turning Iran into an Islamic 
republic. 

Prime Minister Shahpour 
Bakhtiar, who was appointed 
by the Shah before the monarch 
left the country last month, 
Immediately reaffirmed his de- 
termination to stay in office. 
He told Tehran Radio "I can- 
not accept a new government* 
One Iran, one government, one 
nation. I shah carry on with 
my legal duties." 

So far, in a key issue of tbe 
impending constitutional show- 
down, Iran's 400,000-strong 
aimed forces have seemed to 
be standing by Bakhtiar. 

Khomeini announced his 
choice of premier at a packed 
press conference, invoking the 
authority of Islam as the legal 
foundation of the future pro- 
visional government 
“Opposition to this govern- 


ment will be considered as op- 
position to Islamic law and 
punishment will be very harsh.” 
said the 78-year-old religious 
leader. “Any action against it 
win be considered blasphemy 
and a rebellion against the laws 
of Islam."

Kingdom against foreign 
intervention in Iran 

KUWAIT. Feb. 5 (Agencies) — Saudi Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al-Faisal was Monday quoted as saying that his 
country has no specific policy towards changes in Iran, where 
religious opposition ii seeking the overthrow of the monarchy. 
“We only object when the change in Iran will lead to foreign 
intervention which might change the power balance in the 
region,” Prince Saud told the Kuwaiti daily "AI-Siyassab.” 
He said he believed the “changes in Iran are very natural 
rf they reflected demand of the Iranians themselves.” 

“It is not part of Saudi Arabia's policy to intervene in 
the domestic affairs of other countries,'* the prince replied in 
answer to a question on his government’s attitude toward the 
recent political turmoil in Iran and the departure of the Shah. 

Besides, the situation in Tran was not very clear, he added, 
though “we bear that the Iranians themselves are warning 
against foreign intervention.” 

Prince Saud said his government discussed "the new changes 
in the Gulf' with Omani Minister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Qais Al-Zawawi who visited Saudi Arabia Sunday. 

Iran used to maintain a military presence in Oman but 
withdrew ite troops in the wake of the mounting turmoil in 
Iran. 


In his defiant statement. 
Khomeini declared: 

"1 have to warn this country 
that it should obey this Gov- 
ernment because it is a legiti- 
mate and Islamic one. No one 
should oppose it." he said 
Bazargan, a trail figure with 
a neatly-trimmed beard, was on 
Khomeini's let: throughout tbe 
announcement. He sat on an 
austere steel chair on the stage 
of the school's lecture theater. 

Standing up to thank Kho- 
meini for his appointment, 
Bazargan said h.s mission was 
extremely dangerous and dif- 
ficult. “1 am ready to face 
dangers, sorrows and difficul- 
ties as long as 1 can," he sa:d- 
He has been charged by 
Khomeini with forming a cabi- 
net as soon as possible. Its 
names will be submitted to 
Khomeini’s anonymous revolu- 
tionary council for approval 
beiore the full provisional gov- 
ernment is proclaimed.

SABIC plans huge Jeddah steel boost

RIYADH, Feb. 4— The 
Saudi Basic Industries Corp- 
plans 1o increase production 
at the Jeddah steel-rolling mill 
fourteen fold under a . mecha- 
nization scheme readied in 
partnership with the West Ger- 
man firm Korf Stahl AG 
SABIC chief executive offi- 
cer Abdul Aziz Al-Zamil, in 
an interview here Monday with 
“Arab News.” said the plan 
calls for increasing the Jeddah 
mill's production from 10,000 
tons per annum (TPA) to 
140.000 TPA. 

“The ■ icw production should 
supply 6P to 70 per cent of 
the Jeddah market" for steel 
reinforcing bars used in con- 
crete construction, Zajnil said. 


Korf S’tahl AG, based in 
Baden-Baden and owned 70 
per cent by West German in- 
dustrialist WHly Korf and 30 
per cent by the Kuwaiti gov- 
ernment. is SABICs major 
partner in the proposed 
850,000 1PA Jubail steel mill. 
SABICs board of directors 
approved the Jubail mill on 
Jan. 23 and directed SABIC 
to start construction within 
the next six months. 

Reinforcing 

Like the Jeddah mffl. the 
Jubail facility will produce 
steel reinforcing bars. The Ju- 
bail proiect, will be tbe King- 
dom’s first processing plant. 
Steel used at the Jeddah null 
is imported, then roiled, strai- 
ghtened and cut at the plant 


Zamil i dmkted that the Jed- 
dah mil! "has never made airy 
money" apart from one suc- 
cessful year early in the 
1970s. 

“It wj; simply designed as 
a labor-intensive facility bad: 
in 1965 or so” he said “It 
never haJ a chance to com- 
pete with imports. Saudi Arabia 
has a zero tariff on steel 
imports." 

The mill employs a work- 
force of 170 men, Zamil said. 
The proposed expansion of 
the plant will retain the same 
number of workers. 

Zamil complained that one 
of tbe Jeddah mill’s major 
problems bas been “dumping," 
a trade practice where coun- 
tries with excess capacity sell

exports far below actual cost 
in order to retain their work 
levels. 

Everybody 

“Europe, Japan, tbe US.. 
Korea everybody was dump- 
ing," Zamil said. “They sept 
it to Saudi Arable when 
tbere was no need for it in 
their own countries. 

“When they did need it," 
Zamil continued, “the Saudi 
businessman was not able to 
get it because of the exhorbi- 
tairt prices being charged for 
steel. 

“It was a typical case of 
extortion" he charged. 

SABIC, asked by the Minis- 
try of Industry and Electricity 
to examine ways of making 
the Jedddi mitt profitable, de- 
termined that the major cost 
factor at the facility .was la- 
bor. 

“The result was a decision 
that the only way to make 
that plant produoe at competi- 
tive prices was to increase 
product n -'i with the same 

number of people,” Zamil said.

Hong Kong charges refugee captain 


HONG KONG. Feb. 5 
(Agencies) — The captain who 
brought almost 3,400 Vietna- 
mese refugees to Hong Kong 
aboard the Huey Fong was 
remanded in custody when he 
appeared in court Monday 
charged with operating an 
overcrowded ship. 

No plea was taken from the 
5 2- year-old captain, Shu Hsin- 
Wen, who could face a four- 
year prison term if convicted 
under new Hong Kong laws 
aimed at curbing refugee traf- 
ficking. 

He was remanded for a day 
to allow police to search his 
Taiwan- registered ship. 

Police, who have interviewed 
the captain's '28-mao Taiwanese 
crew, are also questioning six 
Vietnamese refugees off the 
freighter who were found to be 
carrying about 5320,000 worth 
of gold leaf. 

Hong Kong's anti-racketeer 
legislation was introduced last 
month when the Huey Fong 
was barred entry into Hong 


Kong by the authorities here 
who insisted the ship sail on 
to its original destination. Tai- 
wan. 

The four-week deadlock was 
broken when Hong Kong fin- 
ally relented on humanitarian 
grounds after warning the cap- 
tain that he would be subject 
to Hong Kong law. 

The refugees are now being 
kept tn a specially convened 
old Royal Air Force barracks 
after being processed by im- 
migration authorities. 

But Hong Kong has warned 


that the Huey Fong homeless 
will have to go to the bottom 
of the queue — about 5,000 
Vietnamese are still waiting 
here for resettlement, a process 
that could take up to 18 months. 

And in the Philippines Mon- 
day, military authorities began 
transferring more than 600 
Vietnamese refugees from a 
remote island but reported they 
were handicapped by lack of 
medical and other prc\ isions. 

“Some of them are sick and 
many are hungry." said an offi- 
cial of the armed forces’ West-

Oil must not be viewed as a 
domestic question of the states that have it in reserve.” 

In other words, Dayan wants the Western states to control 
oil production and supply to the extent that in the case of 
troubles of the kind now taking place in Iran, military inter- 
vention must be considered as a serious option. This is an old 
line of thinking on all levels of government in Israel and not 
3 personal view as Begin claimed in the case of Gur. Today, 
Israel has even more reason to demand foreign control of oil 
resources because its own supplies from Iran have dried up 
and it now has to rely on American supplies for survival. 

Bur more important than Israels own need for oil is 
its desire to become the protector of Western oil interests 
, e Mtddte East. Of course, if it does become that, the 
West will have to pay the “protection" cost just like any res- 
taurant owner pays the underworld. 

Reaction to the Israeli scheming must remain very measur. 
ed and low-keyed because Israel wants nothing more than to 
make an issue of the “future of oil.”

Korean dialogue

TOKYO — 

Chinese Vice Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping arrives on Tuesday 
for talks with Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Obira expected to 
cover the situation in Korea and 
Indonesia and relations with 
the So\ id Union. 

Tcnj:. making a two-day 
stopover after an official visit 
to the United States, paid his 
first visit to Tokyo last October 
shortly after the signing of a 
Smo-Japanese peace friendship 
treaty. 

During Teng's stay, either 
Ohira or Foreign Minister 
Sunao Soooda is expected to 
convey South Korea's desire to 
establish contact with Peking 
which was reiterated to them 
by visiting parliamentarians 
from Seoul last week. 

Teng made no comment last 
October when Soooda passed 
on South Korean President 
Park Chung-Hee's wish for a 
dialogue with China, foreign 
ministry sources said. 

American backed South 
Korea and the Communist 
North have been making over- 
tures to each other in the past 
two weeks for a resumption of 
talks on possible reunification. 

The exchange was apparently 
iimed to coincide with Teng’s 
visit to Washington, where he 
urged the United Stales to help 
bring about a Korean dialogue. 

Japan has welcomed the in- 
itiatives by both Seoul and 
Pyongyang. Bui a Japanese 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said there still seemed to be 
some discrepancy between the 
positions of both sides, includ- 
ing the form of a proposed 


meeting. 

Soooda told the Japanese 
Diet (parliament) last month: 
"It is the policy of this govern- 
ment to endeavor, in coopera- 
tion with the .countries concern- 
ed, to create a suitable inter- 
national environment for re- 
sumption of a dialogue between 
North and South Korea.” 

On the situation in Indochina, 
foreign ministry sources sand 
Teng could renew China's wish 
that Japan support Cambodia's 
Pol Pot regime, which was 
toppled by pro-Hanoi insur- 
gents. 

Sonoda said in parliament 
last week that Japan had told 
Vietnam it could not go along 
with solving problems by force 
and the dispatch of troops to a 
foreign country to intervene in 
internal affairs. 

The Tokyo government, 
which has diplomatic relations 
with Hanoi, has indicated, short 
of a clear-cut statement, that 
it will freeze economic aid 
pledged to Vietnam. 

On relations with the Soviet 
Union, the foreign ministry 
said recently it would protest 
to Moscow about a Soviet mili- 
tary buildup on the Japanese- 
claimed Kurile Islands:

A yeflow Mercedes weaved 
through (he Tehran traffic, the

•Desperately, the driver made 
as erratic a passage as the 
traffic would allow, swerving 
from side to ade, missing cotti- 
ston by inches in his bid to 
cast off this .uneasy rider. But 
the young man, dressed in jeans 
and an ofive-green combat jac- 
ket, clung on on* g, inevitably 
in- Tehran, the Mercedes came 
to a baft n a traffic jam. 

WWnn seconds a crowd had 
gathered around the car as the 
enraged young demonstrator on 
the roof screamed out the of’ 
fence of its occi^xmts. At this 
point the driver, a Filipino, 
fled, dodging through the traf- 
fic to get away from the mob. 
Then, before Ms passengers bad 
■property extracted themselves, 
the crowd had the car on its 
•side and someone dropped a 
Harrying rag into the petrol 
tank. 

Afterwards, k was stiH not 
dear from toe understandably 
incoherent Filipino whether 
one of his passengers had ac- 
tually died iu Ms Mazing Mer- 
cedes or not. He sought sanc- 
tuary in one of the city's roam 
hotels, about 400 yards away 
from where his car was burn- 
ing to a bronze &e&.

dozens of- young men. After 
his rescue by Muflatw who 
took Mm into toe university’s 
mosque, where even they tod 
diffic ulty keeping the lynch 
mob out, the surgeon who 
treated him said be required 
stitches “from Ms rose to this 
knees”. 

When a French photographer 
tried to come between the ge- 
neral and a man about to crash 
a targe rock on Ms skull one 
of the crowd knifed him in 
the face. 

An American air force ma- 
jor is shot and wounded out- 
side Ms home and a Briton is 
Stabbed in the street by a man 
who snatches Ms camera.

RAWALPINDI . — 

This week could settle toe 
fate of ZuIOkar Ali Bhutto, toe 
condemned and deposed prime 
minister of Pakistan, and bring 
a tur ning point in toe turbulent 
histor y of this country of 75 
million. 

Bhutto has been waiting for 
months in toe Rawalpindi Cen- 
tral JaR while toe supreme 
court derides an appeal of Ms 
conviction of murder and sen- 
tence by hanging. 

An official of toe supreme 
court in Rawalpindi said Sun- 
day that toe judgement could 
come any day. 

: Asr an obvious precaution 
against the civil upheaval pre- 
dicted by some when Bhutto's 
fate is known, toe government 
in toe past few days has roue-, 
ded up Bhutto's political wor- 
kers around the nation totalling 
from 400 to 500 persons, ac- 
cording to an informed source 
in Islamabad, toe nearby capi- 
tal. 

These were described as bring 
in addition to perhaps IfiQO 
ranking Bhutto party workers 
still detained after simitar 
sweeps in late 1978 under toe 
law providing -for preventive 
detention to maintain order. 

Bhutto supporters have threa- 
tened massive demonstration if 
their leader is to be hanged but 
officials of the army-backed go- 
vernment are minimizi ng the 
potential far violence. 

Observers agree that the 51- 
year-old Bhutto continues to 
enjoy much mess support. 
Many an average peasant and 
worker has not followed toe 
long and complicated trial in 
which Bhutto was convicted .of .. 
ordering a political murder and 
baa not waded through a recent 
series of government white 
papers portraying toe 1971-77 
Bhutto regime as a nightmare 
of tyranny, corruption, crooked 
elections and waste. 

“Ninety-mne percent of toe 
people are with Bhutto. Even if 
they shoot us, we will continue 
to struggle,” said Agba Mu- 
hammad Akhtar, a Rawalpindi 
shopkeeper who says toe martial 
law government gave him tea. 
lashes for shouting anti-govern- 
ment and pro-Bhutto slogans 


last March 18, toe day Bhutto 
was convicted. 

“If he is given death, Pak- 
istan wiU be converted to an- 
other Iran. There will be so 
much agitation, Pakistan will 
have a revolution,* added Akh- 
tar, a minor worker in Bhut- 
to’s Peoples Parly. 

The government of Presi- 
dent Zia Ul-Haq. the army 
staff chief who overthrew 
Bhutto in July, 1977, to de- 
fuse a crisis over Bhutto's dis- 
puted re-election, disagrees. 

If the Bhutto forces still had 
strength for violent agitation 
they would have done so dur- 
ing the weeks and months the 
supreme court judges were re- 
hearing the murder case and 
writing their decision, offi- 
cials tell the swelling foreign 
press corps ’gatherings here 
■for the announcement. 

Bhutto and four co-defen- 
dents were convicted by the 
Lahore High Court of cons- 
piring id 1974 to murder 
Ahmad Raza Kasuri, a for- 
mer Bhutto aide whom the 
’ prime minister accused of 
turning traitor in the dispute 
over the loss of East Pakis- 
tan. dow Bangladesh. 

Kasuri survived an am- 
bush by Bhutto's Federal Se- 
curity Force but his aged 
father was killed by bullets 
that sia e witnesses said were 
intended for the son. 

The supreme court can up- 
hold the conviction and hang- 
ing verdict ordered by the 
Lahore court for Bhutto and 
four members of the security 
force, or it can lighten the 
sentence, return toe case to 
. Lahore o acquit. 

If the verdict stands, bang- 
ing could not take place for at 
leas* eight days, the period al- 
lowed for clemency petitions 
to be submitted in behalf of 
any of the five defendants. 

Zia has said publicly he 
does not intend to exercise the 
right of clemency to change 
the judgement of the seven 
judges of toe nation's highest 
court. 

As martial law chief and 
later president, the four-star 
general has rejected all or 
nearly all of toe mercy peti- 
tions that have reached him. 


which an aide said numbered 
well over 90. 

“The reason is clear that 
the general wants to uphold 
the right of the court to make 
the final derision in such mat- 
ters." the aide added. 

In Pakistan, there is tittle 
or no opposition to capital 
punishment as such.

Peking, the Muslim world and 
elsewhere are reported wor- 
ried about the destabilizing ef- 
fect on Pakistan of a Bhutto 
hanging. 

Pakistani officials say toe 
answer is clear, that the case 
is still before the courts and 
not with the executive. 

There is speculation, how- 
ever. tint some Arab coun- 
tries. and some West Euro- 
pean countries may have consi- 
derable leverage in toe event of 
a banging verdict because they 
are in a position to ease this 
country* serious debt pro- 
blem. 

Many officials of the Zia 
government disagree wuh the 
argument about instability. 
Bhutto alive inside or outside 
of Pakistan will be a dange- 
rously destabilizing influence 
oa any future government, 
they argue. It is also pointed 
out that Islamic law, which 
Pakistan is adopting in stages, 
is very emphatic that punish- 
ment must apply equally to 
the high and mighty as weU 
as to the lowly.

Many reported shot dead 
after Kampala explosions 


NAIROBI,. Feb. 5 (Rj — - 
Ugandan soldiers were report* 
ed Monday to have shot dead 
several people on die sir eels 
of Kampala after two sabotage 
attacks in Uganda over the 
weekend. 

At the same time, the Ugarr 
dan government announced the 
arrest of the saboteurs who, it 
said had been sent from Tan- 
zania. 

Contacted by telephone from 
Nairobi, residents in Kampala 
said troops patroHing Kampala 
Sunday after a series of explo- 
sions fired HK&scriminaidy on 
passers-by, killing several. 

Tension was stiU high and 
road blocks, maimed by sol- 
diers, had been set up on all 
roads leadings into Kampala, 
they said- * 

Uganda Radio said the ex- 
plosions damaged an electricity 
inStaflatioa at Jdrqa, about 100 
kilometers east of Kampala, 
cutting power supplies to the 
capital, and set ablaze a fuel 
storage tank in Kampala's 
eastern industrial region. 

The radio, monitored in Nai- 
robi, blamed President Julius 
Nyerere of neighboring Tan- 
zania and Ugandan exiles for 
the attacks, but said the cul- 
prits had been arrested. 

They had been detained car 


ryug misaies and explosives 
and “have revealed they were 
sent by Nyerere,'’ the radio 
said. 

President Ida Amin has been 
fighting a border war with 
Tanzania. 

In Dar es Salaam, Nyerere 
said Monday that any future 
fighting would lake place on 


Ugandan and not Tanzanian 
soil. 

* A group calling itself the 
Save Ugandan Movement — 
a hitherto unknown Ugandan 
resistance group pledged to kill 
Amin * — Monday claimed res- 
ponsibility for the attacks in 
a telephone caU to Reuter in 
Nairobi. 


U.K. gloom lightened 
by hospital reprieve 


LONDON, Feb. 5 (Agencies) 
— Ancillary staff Monday 
called off a threatened strike 
that would have paralyzed 16 
London hospitals, but 1.5 mil- 
lion public 'service workers pre- 
pared to step up a crippling 
chain of walkouts and slow- 
downs ,o> hefty pay rises. 

The planned hospital strike, 
scheduled to start at midnight, 
was abandoned after an all- 
night meeting between Social 
Services Secretary David En- 
rols and Alan Fisher, general 
secretary of the National Union 
of Public Employes (NUPE). 


Details of the agreement that 
averted the strike were not dis- 
closed, but informed sources 
reported the dispute will pro- 
bably be taken before the gov- 
ernment's arbitration service.

Fawwaz to open Islamic meeting 


MECCA, Feb. 5 (SPA) — Governor of Mecca Prince 
Fawwaz will deputize for King Khaled at the opening of the 
fourth five-day session of the World Supreme Council of 
Mosques here March 13. A Dumber of Islamic issues, especial- 
ly the liberation of Aqsa Mosque, Jerusalem and Palestine, will 
be discussed.

DAYTONA BEACH, Flori-
